Chicago. Nov . 28.—Georges Clemen­ 
ceau today had a new and still more 
hitter pill for America to swallow. 
Those close to the jungle forecast 
the Tiger’s rumble will rise to a rour 
In his third formal American address 
at the auditorium at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon. 
1'p as the daw n’s Icy blast swept In 
from l^ak e Michigan, and while most 
of the city still slept, Clemenceau was 
at work polishing off the potion he 
will inv ite America to seek for Its own 
good and for the "peace of the world." 
In his black sk ull cap and dressing 
gown, he was not unlik e a chemist 
work ing with a stubby fountain pen 
instead of a postal and mortar. 
Two rules are assigned to the Ti­ 
ge r’s determination to mak e today's 
speech stronger than any he has as 
yet deliv ered. 
1. 
It may he, his friends say, that 
he feels his message—that message 
from his heart—which 
sonally at the age of 


is not "getting across.' 
2. 
Or it may be tbi 
fighter to the suggestion of his friends, 
v oiced from all sides that he "ease up" 
and sugar coat his pills. 
Whatev er the reason, Clemenceau is 
a statesman, as he was a physician of 
the old school. 
"Treat ’em rough" he* 
once said "laughingly, and now he is 
going to put it into practice. 
There has been, of course, a lighter 
side to the T iger’s reception in the 
American 
homeland 
and 
hospitable 
bosom of the "windy city.” 
The city that was hut a tiny one 
when last Clemenceau saw it, more 
than half a century ago, paid homage 
to its distinguished guest today. 
Chicago, in the T iger’s own words, 
has grown hev ond all recognition since 
the days in the '60s when young Clem­ 
enceau st(Mid on its threshold, but 
then, so has the Tiger. 
Leading citizens in tribute recalled 
the empires he has weak ened and the 
new’ maps of Europe he has drawn 
with his own firm hand 
since 
the 
school teacher days of the last cen­ 
tury. 
And, through the adulation that the 
city heaped at the doorstep of the Pot­ 
ter Palm er residence on the "gold 
coast” w’here Clemenceau rested and 
prepared his speech, the Tiger, al­ 
though 
gratified, 
bared 
his 
teeth. 
Something 
new, 
something 
perhaps 
startling will be in the message de­ 
liv ered at the auditorium, close friends 
and councelors of the fighting s ta te s -

man say. 
The Tiger has remained adamant on 
the point that his message must ring 
clear. 
He has his claws unsheathed 
for battle; soft pats such as a great 
friendly Tiger might deliv er hav e no 
part in his scheme of things despite 
sincere counseling of his friends. 
When a tiger of the India jungle 
feels death coming on, it goes out 
and meets death fighting whatev er the 
odds. Something of this is in the gal­ 
lant old F renchm an’s attitude, he ad­ 
mits. 
Clemeneeau’s speech today will be 
in a measure tuned to the ear of the 
middle west. 
General Pershing met 
Clemenceau at the station and the di­ 
minutiv e Frenchm an hurled himself 
into the Black Jack arm s exclaiming 
"How glad I am to see you again," 
just as though they had not met since 
the armistice, although the same scene 
was enacted at the Manhattan opera, 
less than a week ago.

A s noon as the public was informed that an offer had been 
made to the county c om m ins i oners for a portion of the spacious 
g r ou n d s on which the m agnificent county building stands, there 
arose a m ighty cry against any consideration of such u short­ 
sighted pro|M» sal. 
There are three outstanding reasons why these grounds, 
which in tim e may la* made beautiful, should not tie sub-divided 
into lots on which buildings destined for business purposes will 
tie built. 
In the first place, the amount offered for the ground, that it is 
proposed individuals shall buy from the county, is not equivalent 
to the value of the land, to lie made over to the purchaser, m eas­ 
ured sim ply from a commercial standpoint. 
And again, even though the prices offered were many tim es 
what it is, neither the $3,000 offered, nor an amount vastly higher, 
should constitute a tem ptation to the com m issioners to sell any 
part of the spae.ous grounds on which the county building stands. 
If the city council w as justified in refusing a jiermit to build a 
filling station at the corner of Sixth and Laurel streets, what shall 
be said about a proposal to build a filling station on the grounds 
surrounding the county building? The city council felt that if any 
building were erected on the site at the corner of Sixth ami Laurel 
streets, it should be in keeping with the sensible plan of allow ing 
the erection, on prominent down town sites, of only such buildings 
as would do credit to the business district. 
The same is true of 
the proposal to build such a building on the county grounds in 
Brainerd. 
Few citizens of either Brainerd or (’row W ing county 
would wish to point out to their friends the tieuutiful county 
building lying in the background and tiehind a filling station. 
Nor 
would they wish to look over the roof of a filling station to glim pse 
their magnificent county building. 
1 ¡1 Yet again, even to give favorably conttirioftrtien* to such a 
project shows a short-sighted viewpoint. 
In our largty* cities 
sjiaces such as that on which our county building stands could lie 
sold for vast sums of money, but they are held in trust as places 
of beauty for the advantage of the people. 
This is true of Grant 
Park, Chicago, which facing on to M ichigan avenue is so favorably 
located for the erection thereon of business houses that it would 
bring alm ost any figure asked. 
However, the vision of 
one man, 
when but few could see Chicago’s trem endous growth and the re­ 
quirement of just such a breathing place for the people, 
prevented 
the sale of the land then, and created a sentim ent that saved it 
for 
the people when the growth of the city pointed to the commercial 
advantage that would accrue from leasing it to firms who wishc I 
to build thereon. 
N either now, nor at any tim e in the future, should any of the 
land surrounding the county building be sold for sites on which 
business houses are to lie erected, and this applies not only to the 
price that is offered for this site for a filling station but i<> iny 
price that may be offered in the future. 
Forward 
looking citizens, 
who believe that Brainerd has a future, and that present plans 
should look to that future, will be as one in saying that the court 
house grounds are not for sale for any purpose at any price either 
now or at any tim e in the future.

R ich ard W as h b urn 
C h il d , as spokesman for the department 
of state of the United S tatic in the Near Fas tern conference, has 
seriously upset the conference by his insistence that the policy if 
the “ Open Door” must be that on which negotiations shall proceed. 
In expressing the view s of the department of state, Mr. Child 
says: “ The United States has no desire to take any action which 
m ight em barrass the allied powers in the proper effort to secure 
peace. 
It desires nothing which need conflict with the interests of 
other countries, if the principle of commercial opportunity for all 
nations is recognized at the outset.” 
In other words our governm ent is standing firmly for the 
“ Open Door” policy in Turkey, with equal opportunity for all na­ 
tions to enter into commercial relations w ith the people and with 
freedom to negotiate with the Turkish governm ent for equal right 
to develop the natural resources of the territory controlled by the 
Turks. 
Such insistence may lead to a better understanding, and may 
check the tendency to grab territory, for the purpose of exploita­ 
tion, which has som etim es marked the settlem ents arrived at in 
such conferences. 
The time is drawing near when the governm ent of the United 
States m ust assum e some responsibility for the unsettled affairs 
that hit re causing so much trouble in the other half of the world. 
It is not likely that ihis governm ent will be given the consideration 
which would be her due if she were a party to the obligations in­ 
volved in settlem ents. 
Such cannot be expected so long as she 
stands apart and makes demands as a spectator in the conference, 
but is not a participant in the conference by definite com m ittal, 
prepared to back up the decisions reached by the conferees. 
The United States has done well in dem anding the “ Open 
D-oor” but the governm ent will do still better when it announces 
1 hat we will be one of those who shall see to it that the door of 
equal opportunity shall be kept open. 
To impose a policy upon 
others, while refusing to take a hand in supporting that policy, 
is contrary to the teaching of that great Am erican, Theodore 
Roosevelt, who always insisted that a nation should take no stand 
that it did not intend to see through to the limit.

COURT HOUKE OHO! NON NOT FOH NACE 


As soon as the public was informed that an offer had been 
made to the county commissioners for a portion of the spacious 
grounds on which * the magnificent county building stands, there 
arose a mighty cry against any consideration of such a short­ 
sighted proposal. 
There are three outstanding reasons why these grounds, 
which in time may be made beautiful, should not be sub-divided 
into lots on which buildings destined for business purposes will 
be built. 
In the first place, the amount offered for the ground, that it is 
proposed individuals shall buy from the county, is not equivalent, 
to the value of the land, to be made over to the purchaser, meas­ 
ured .simply from a commercial standpoint. 
And again, even though the prices offered were many times 
what it is, neither che $3,000 offered, nor an amount vastly higher, 
should constitute a temptation to the commissioners to sell arty 
part of the spacious grounds oil which the county building stands. 
If the city council was justified in refusing a permit to build a 
filling station at the corner of Sixth and Laurel streets, what, shall 
be said about a proposal to build a filling station on the grounds 
surrounding the county building? The city council felt that if any 
building were erected on the site at the corner of Sixth and Laurel 
streets, it should lie in keeping with the sensible plan of allowing 
the erection, on prominent down town sites, of only such buildings 
as would do credit to the business district. The same is true of 
the proposal to build such a building on the county grounds in 
Brainerd. 
Few citizens of either Brainerd or Crow Wing county 
would wish to point out to their friends the beautiful county 
building lying in the background and behind a filling station. Nor 
would they wish to look over the roof of a tilling stat ion to glimpse 
their magnificent county building. /..«.*

I i | Yet again, even to give fAvotttblil con^idehajti^n' to such a 
project shows a short-sighted viewpoint. 
In our larger cities 
spaces such as that on which our county building stands could lie 
sold for vast sums of money, but they are 'held in trust as places 
of beauty for the advantage of the people. 
This is true of Grant 
Park, Chicago, which facing on to Michigan avenue is so favorably 
located for the erection thereon of business houses that it would 
bring almost any figure asked. 
However, the vision of one man, 
when but few could see Chicago’s tremendous growth and the re­ 
quirement of just such a breathing place for the people, prevented 
the sale of the land then, and created a sentiment that saved it for 
the people when the growth of the city pointed to the commercial 
advantage that would accrue from leasing it to firms who wished 
to build thereon. 
Neither now, nor at any time in the future, should any of the 
land surrounding the county building be sold for sites on which 
business houses are to be erected, and this applies not only to the* 
price that is offered for this site for a filling station but to my 
price that may be offered in the future. Forward looking citizens, 
who believe that Brainerd has a future, and that present plans 
should look to that future, will be as one in saying that the court 
'house grounds are not for sale for any purpose at any price either 
now or at any time in the future.

R i c h a r d W a s h b u r n C h i l d , tis spokesman for the department 
of state of the United States in the Near Eastern conference, has 
seriously upset the conference by his insistence that the policy of 
the “Open Door” must be that on which negotiations shall proceed. 
In expressing the views »of the department of state, Mr. Child 
says: “The United States has no desire to take any action which 
might embarrass the allied powers in the proper effort to secure 
peace. It desires nothing which need conflict with the interests of 
other countries, if the principle of commercial opportunity for all 
nations is recognized at the outset.” 
In other words our government is standing firmly for the 
“Open Door” policy in Turkey, with equal opportunity for all na­ 
tions to enter into commercial relations with the people and with 
freedom to negotiate with the Turkish government for equal right 
to develop the natural resources of the territory controlled by the 
Turks. 
Such insistence may lead to ii better understanding, and may 
check the tendency to grab territory, for the purpose of exploita­ 
tion, which has sometimes marked the settlements arrived at in 
such conferences. 
The time is drawing near when the government of the United 
States must assume some responsibility for the unsettled affairs 
that Are causing so much trouble in the other half of the world. 
It is not likely that this government will be given the consideration 
which would be her due if she were a party to the obligations in­ 
volved in settlements. 
Such cannot be expected so long as she 
stands apart and makes demands as a spectator in the conference, 
but is not a participant in the conference by definite committal, 
prepared to back up the decisions reached by the conferees. 
The United States has done well in demanding the “Open 
Door” but the government will do still better when it announces 
that we will be one of those who shall see to it that the door of 
equal opportunity shall be kept open. 
To impose a policy upon 
others, while refusing to take a hand in supporting that policy, 
is contrary to the teaching of that great American, Theodore 
Roosevelt, who always insisted that a nation should take no stand 
that it did not intend to see through to the limit.
